[0015] Referring now to the drawings, wherein similar reference characters designate 
corresponding parts throughout the several views, FIG. 1 is a schematic diagram of a fluid flow 
system 10. Fluid flow system 10 includes an upstream and a downstream conduit 12 and 14 
fluidly connected to a centrifugal compressor 16. Fluid flows from the upstream conduit 12, 
through the compressor 16 and on through the downstream conduit 14. A fluid flow control 
means 18 is also provided and may consist of recirculation pipes and valves, safety and bypass 
valves, and other control mechanisms as are known in the art. The system 10 may be a gas 
pipeline system, a gas process system, afid an air system, or any other fluid flow system known in 
the art. 
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
